DETAILED ACTION 

Specification/Abstract 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

In the instant case, the abstract is generally narrative, and is vague and indefinite 
as to the subject matter Applicant intends to direct the invention. 

Line 1 of the abstract recites, "HEALTHY PROSTATE FORMULA", which 
appears to be a name or trademark of a composition. The use of trademarks in the 
abstract should be avoided. See the rejection made under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd 
paragraph for further clarification for the use of trademarks in an application. 
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The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the 
section heading, the phrase "Not Applicable" should follow the section heading: 

(a) TITLE OF THE INVENTION. 

(b) CROSS-REFERENCE TO RELATED APPLICATIONS. 

(c) STATEMENT REGARDING FEDERALLY SPONSORED RESEARCH OR 

DEVELOPMENT. 

(d) INCORPORATION-BY-REFERENCE OF MATERIAL SUBMITTED ON A 

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1, 2001.)

The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
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the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(g) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01(f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74. 

(h) Detailed Description of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(g). A 
description of the preferred embodiment(s) of the invention as required in 
37 CFR 1 .71 .

Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution.

The disclosure of the specification is objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

The specification appears to contain an oath of declaration. The oath of 
declaration is not to be included in the specification. Appropriate correction is required. 

The specification, at page 1 , lines 6-8, under " DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF 
HEALTHY PROSTATE FORMULA ", recites the sentence, "Healthy Prostate Formula is 
packaged in blue PETE bottles of 150 tablets with a 'black child resistant cap' and silver 
foil label with blue print." The phrase 'black child resistant cap' may be construed as 
having more than one meaning, wherein one meaning may be offensive to certain 
ethnic groups of people. It would appear that the recitation of 'black child resistant cap'

is used by Applicant to set forth the color of the cap of the bottle. To avoid 
misinterpretation of the phrase, it is suggested that Applicant avoid use of the phrase as 
recited and that Applicant replace the aforementioned sentence with Healthy Prostate 
Formula is packaged in blue PETE bottles of 150 tablets with a black cap that is child- 
resistant and a (or with a) silver foil label with blue print. 

Abbreviations in the first instance of the specification should be expanded upon 
with the abbreviation indicated in parentheses. In the instant case, the specification on 
page 1 , line 6, recites the abbreviation "PETE"; however, it is unclear as to what the 
abbreviation "PETE" stands for. Applicant may overcome the objection by setting forth 
the meaning of an abbreviation as set forth in the following example: "United States 
Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO)". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claim is generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform to current U.S. 
practice. Claims must be only one sentence long and must be numbered. Claims must 
also be directed to one category of invention. For example, categories of invention are 
a composition, a method of making a composition, and a method of using a 
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composition. For examples of proper claim language, please see the following *patents. 
See U.S. Patent No. 6,093,404 for an example of proper claim language for a 
composition claim. See U.S. Patent No. 6,713,092 for an example of proper claim 
language for a method of making a composition. See U.S. Patent No. 6,193,978 for an 
example of proper claim language for a method of using a therapeutic composition. 

Applicant should avoid the use of the phrase "I claim that our Healthy Prostate 
Formula" because the use of such language fails to conform to U.S. practice. 

The metes and bounds of Claim 1 are rendered uncertain by the phrase "Healthy 
Prostate Formula" because it is unclear as to the subject matter Applicant intends to 
direct the invention. For instance, while Applicant has defined the functional effects of 
the claim-designated, it is unclear as to what are the ingredients or active agents 
comprising the claim-designated formula or the basic chemical core of the instantly 
claimed composition. For product claims, the claim limitations should define discrete 
physical structures or materials. In the instant case, the metes and bounds of the 
claims are rendered vague and indefinite because the subject matter of Claim 1 has not 
been properly construed by terms that limit its scope. For example, as drafted, the 
terms defining the instantly claimed composition of Claim 1 is nebulous at best. 
Defining a composition by reciting its functional activities (e.g., alleviates symptoms of 
benign prostatic hyperplasia, etc.) without defining the ingredients or active agents or 
fundamental chemical core or chemical structure of the composition fails to distinguish it 
from another substance. A substance may be identified by its physical and chemical 
properties and by its composition because no two substances are alike in all respects. 
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Therefore, a proper search of the claim is precluded because an initial analysis of the 
claim by the Examiner finds that the boundaries of the protection sought by Applicant 
cannot be identified and it is not understood how the claim relates to and defines what 
the Applicant has indicated is the invention. Hence, Claim 1 as drafted, fails to satisfy 
the requirement of 35 U.S.C. that the specification shall conclude with one or more 
claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which Applicant 
regards as his or her invention. 

Claim 1, line 1, recites the phrase "Healthy Prostate Formula", in line 1 of the 
claim, which appears to be a trademark. It is also noted that the phrase is recited 
throughout the application, including the title, specification and abstract. If "Healthy 
Prostate Formula" is a trademark, the use of trademark renders a claim vague because 
the relationship between a trademark and the product it identifies is often indefinite, 
uncertain, and arbitrary. The formula or characteristics of the product may change from 
time to time and yet it may continue to be sold under the same trademark. In patent 
specifications, every element or ingredient of the product should be set forth in positive, 
exact, intelligible language, so that there will be no uncertainty as to what is meant. 
Arbitrary trademarks which are liable to mean different things at the pleasure of 
manufacturers do not constitute such language. Ex Parte Kattwinkle, 12 USPQ 1 1 (Bd. 
App. 1931 ). Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. It is 
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suggested that each letter of the trademark be capitalized or include a proper trademark 
symbol, such as ™ or ®.
